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EXETER-HILLSBORQ SELECTED LOCATIONS FOR VIDEO 


I mentioned in the October 1986 newsletter that we are puttitvq toqether a video 
of locations where significant historic events occurred in the New England area. 

UFO researcher and investigator Rick Giordano has been instrumental in selecting some 
of these locations near his hometown of Fremont, NH, particularly the Kensinqton-Exeter 
area. Thanks to Rick's assistance, 1 am now familiar with some of these country back 
roads of the Granite state where some of the best documented UFO accounts took place. 

Journalist John G. Fuller studied and documented a series of siqhtinqs which occurred 
in Exeter, NH during the Fall of 1965. He published his findings into a book titled, 
"Incident At Exeter". 

The sighting that received the most publicity occurred on SeDt. 3, 1965. The 
siahtinq involved Norman Muscarello and Police Patrolman Eugene Bertrand and David 
Hunt who had a close encounter with a huge, roundish object, eiqhtv to ninety feet in 
diameter with brilliant pulsating red lights. The object hovered and wobbled as it 
bathed a ten acre field in red liqht. Sixty people reported UFO siqhtinqs in the Exeter 
area durinq the fall of 1965. 

Another selected area of ufoloqical value is Hillsboro, NH. Robert Glqlio, a 
free lance ohotoqraoher(now deceased) spent three years interviewing and recordinq 
witnessesin the area. From July 1977 throuqh the next four-year period, there has 
been over 60 UFO reports from Hillsboro. These reports were of various description; 

25 ft. in diameter top shape, rounded football shape, dirigible shaped and N/L's. 

One interesting encounter was a report from a couole returning from abasketbal1 
game. Billy and Laurie recently became engaged and decided to park behind his 
family's barn as it seemed a qood place to be alone for a few minutes. Silly then 
noticed what he described as a biq Contact capsule floatinq on its end. It glowed 
a yellowish-bluish color and estimated its size to be about 40 ft tall and 15 
ft. wide. Thev both watched as it drifted across the field at about treetoo level 
until it was directly over their truck. At that moment, the radar detector located 
on the dashboard went off with a buzz. The object hovered over them for about a minute 
creatinq a humming noise. The object drifted away and then accelerated and was qone 
in an instant. 

Up until the time of his death, Bob Giqlio felt a federal investiaation into the 
Hillsboro events was warranted. 

Other areas of ufoloqical significance currently being considered for videotapinq 
are Fremont,NH, Ashburnham, MA, U.S. Highway #3 in the White Mtns, NH, Salem, MA, 

Fairfield Countv, Conn, and Pease Air Force Base (IFO segment). Videotapinq will 
begin this fall.

A MINE FIELD

The abduction scene is currently beina reoorted strongly in maqazines, newsDaoers 
and by the electronic media. Since my return from the D.C. symposium, Mass. MUFON 
has received approximately 30 phone calls from people wanting to report an abduction 
experience from reporters eaqer to interview an abductee or those seekinq information 
on abductions. The handful of Investigators who are capable of working with this 
type of case are putting more time in the field now than they ever did or probably 
ever will. 

The latest influx of cases has pushed some of Mass. MUFON 1 s projects and previous 
cases onto the back burner. Has a Pandora's box been opened? It certainly has! 

Whitley Streiber {Communion) now has a great following as evidenced by our 
recent symposium. Streiber is a rabid believer and his fellow Communionites are 
likewise. These followers are attachinq themselves to Ufoloqy with Streiber as their 
Supreme Idol. By believers, they are more attuned to belief and faith rather than 
evidence and consequently their coming into the field can be just as detrimental as 
a debunker in that they do not favor a scientific review of the UFO situation. Both 
true believers and debunkers think they have the answer. 

Budd Hopkins stresses that the patterns and content of abduction reports cannot 
be ignored and a thorough investigation is needed. However, as always, Budd is quick 
to point out that he is a committed skeptic (open-minded) and would welcome other 
explanations of this phenomena. 

Camps are forming between the avid believers and those who work in a calm, 
objective scientific approach. This Is also occurring with the people involved with 
government cover-up. The results of the MJ-12 circus created by Moore, Shandera, 
and Friedman could be detrimental to the future of document research. The hunger for 
publicity or for financial gain by any type of self-styled expert can be as damaging 
to the subject as the crackpots and fanatics. Moore and Friedman, of all people, 
should realize that by promoting evidence loaded with loopholes will cause people to 
question the quality of their research and would be disasterous to their reputation. 

With the onslaught of abduction reports, the MJ 12 sideshow, the pop wave of 
channeling (there is now strong evidence of channeling in the metro Boston area with 
two individuals representing this new pop movement by appearing on numerous radio 
programs and holding channeling conferences in the area), and the rabid believers, 
an aura of illegitimacy is slowly forming around Ufoloqy. Many prominent researchers 
and Investiqators are now falling back, regrouping and revising their thinking. Some 
of these people probably will go underground. 

A word of caution: Ufology at this point in time is similar to a vast mine field. 
The only way to safely cross tothe other side is to study it, walk slowly and calmly 
and be careful where you step!

First, 1 would like to make it dear that there 
are competent, qualified and objective investiga- 
tors researching UFOs* Many researchers have 
master*! and doctor's degrees in the sciences.

My UFO research started in the mid-1970s 
and really took off in the Last three yean. I am a 
1987 electrical engineering graduate of Greater 
New Haven State Technical College. 

Secondly, it should be noted that people who 
report UFOs, whether they be distant sightings of 
unusual lights and formations or dose contact, 
are generally reputable, non-publtcity-seeking, 
truthful individuals. Hoaxsters and phonies are 
easily distinguished. Cases of simple misinterpret 
ration are also generally recognizable. 

The U.S. government has purposely been con¬ 
cealing substantial, solid UFO reports and en¬ 
counters from the public since 1947. This is not 


hercaay or fantasy. This is fact and can be proven 
if anyone bothers to take the time to read the 
| 0 vtmntent*$ own statements obtained by UFO 
investigators through Freedom of Information 
Law requests. The public has a right to and 
the excuse of national security is not. and never 
was justifiable. 

UFOs have been with us since biblical times 
and their presence has really stepped up with 
atomic testing and development of radar systems 
in the mid 1940s. 

I find this to be no strange coincidence. Note 
that not all UFO researchers have a deep-rooted 
fear of “atomic self-destruction" or a need to 
“escape this world’s reality” via spaceships with 
little green men. This nonsense was cooked up by 
critics who could not explain the phenomena or 
hard evidence themselves.

Judge rules UFO-search ads can run

A federal judge in Alexandria has 
ruled that the U.S. Army must allow 
a civilian employee to place adver¬ 
tisements in defense newspapers 
asking potential whistleblowers to 
come forward with their know-ledge 
•f government information on 
UFOs. 

US. District Court Judge Claude 
M. Hilton earlier this month ruled in 
fever of a lawsuit brought by Larry 


Bryant, a civilian employee in The 
Pentagon, who claimed that his con¬ 
stitutional rights were violated after 
Army and Air Force newsj>apers re¬ 
jected his advertisements. 

Mr Bryant, 48, is the founder and 
president of CAUS, or Citizens 
Against UFO Secrecy, which con¬ 
tends that the government is guilty 
of covering up what it knows about 
unidentified flying objects. 

“You cannot escape the conclu¬ 
sion that the government over The 
last three decades has known more 


flboat the UFO problem than They 
have let on” said Mr. Bryant, who has 
worked as a senior writer for AR- 
NEWS, the Army news service, 
since 1981. 

Mr. Bryant contends the govern¬ 
ment's acknowledgement of UFOs 
would create a dilemma because of 
"the far-reaching impact on society, 
military preparedness, space tech¬ 
nology, religion and culture," 

Judge Hilton also ordered the law¬ 
suit's defendants — Defense Secre¬ 
tary Caspar Weinberger, Secretary 


of the Army John 0. Marsh Jr and 
Secretary of the Air-Force Edward 
C Aldridge Jr. — to reimburse Mr 
Bryant S2,0(X) for legal fees But the 
judge dismissed Mr Bryant's claim 
that he had been unfairly harassed 
at work because of his UFO rclalcd 
activity 

Mr. Bryant contends that his job 
rating went from "Exceptional” io 
"Unsatisfactory " in 1985 after he be¬ 
gan to place advertisements in var¬ 
ious defense publications seeking 
the testimony of government em¬ 
ployees who had knowledge of 
UFOs. Judge Bryant ruled that Mr 
Bryant could appeal the job harass¬ 
ment charge.

UFO symposium 

Having just returned from the IQth An¬ 
nual Mutual UFO Network Symposium held 
on June 26-28, at the American University 
in Washington, D.C., I was astonished by 
the variety of UFO encounters presented 
by a panel of UFO experts from over a 
dozen countries* 

Besides listening to some fascinating 
abduction cases from the likes of Whitley 
Strieber, author of the bestseller “Commu¬ 
nion," and Rudd Hopkins, author of "In¬ 
truders” and "Missing Time,” the most 
impressive development at the symposium 
was the release of government documents 
by the Moore-Shandra-Freidman Research 
Project into U.S* Government UFO Policy. 

The controversial papers, released to the 
press in May, describe a secret project 
known as Operation Majestic Twelve, con¬ 
sisting of a group of 12 respected scientists 
who were secretly brought together for the 
purpose of examining the remains of 
wreckage of a UFO and its four dead 
occupants near Roswell, New Mexico In 
July mi. f 

The documents, market! "Top Secret” 
indicate (he panel of scientists was estab¬ 
lished by executive order by President 
Truman on Sept. 24, 1947, and was inherited 


by President Elsehower. 

The Research Project crosschecked the 
details in the documents for over two years 
before their May release, to Insure their 
accuracy. Although the CIA has labeled the 
documents a "forgery,” they fail to explain, 
why all 12 scientists were eiLher in New, 
Mexico or whereabouts unknown !n July 
1947. A document released hy the National 
Archives on January 12 of this year de¬ 
scribes when the President''wanted lo be 
briefed by the MJ-12 group during a 
regular White House meeting in July 1954. 
Additional evidence, not released at the 
symposium will be forthcoming.

Rapidly accumulating space debris Is a growing danger, 
causing problems for satellites and manned space vehicles, and j

The North American Air Defense System (NGRAD) tracks 
‘ 6,194 traekablc objects, only 300 of them operating satellites, 

according to Astronomy magazine. The magazine said 40,000 
golfbalbslzcd pieces and billions of smaller ones are not being 
tracked. The debris Is made up mainly of expended rocket 
' stages, rocket panels, fragments from exploded satellites, nuts: 
and bolts, and even hand tools that astronauts have dropped. 

The debris is expected to double by the 1990s, says Donald 
Kessler, NASA orbital debris specialist.
